The September term grand 
jury, which has indicted 66 pre- 
einct officials and two other per- 
sons on election frand felony 
charges since it went to work 

Sept. 14, returned those indict- 

ments today in the court of Cir- 

cuit Judge Robert J. Kirkwood, 
disclosing the ingredible extent to 
which the will of the. voters was 
flouted, in the 11 precincts in 
which indictments were found, in 

{he August primary election. 
‘This grand jury vas the first 

in the history of St. Louis which 

had access to the primary ballot 
boxes in itg investigation of ¢lec- 
tién frauds — previous efforts 
having been blocked by Supreme 
Court decisions that the secrecy 
of the ballot would be impaired— 
and so for the first time there is 
possible a more or less extensive 
comparison of ‘the vote certified 
by election officials, and the vote 
determined by impartial inquiry. 

What Comparison Shows.

PARULED AFTER GUILTY 
PLEA IN AUTO KILLING 


William Mounce Had Been 
Sentenced to Six Months in 


William Mounce, a foreman for 
the Terminal Railroad Association, 
|whose automobile killed Miss Stel- 
la Hildebrand last February, was 
sentenced to six months in jail at 
Clayton today on his pleas of guil- 
ty of manslaughter and leaving the 
scéne of an accident, then was pa- 
roled severa) hours later by the’ St. 
Louis County Parole Board, 

He pleaded guilty of manslaugh- 
ter before Circuit Judge Robert W. 
McElhinney and of the other 
charge before Circuit Judge Fred 
E. Mueller. 

Mounce was arrested Feb. 26, four 
days after the accident, when police 
learned that a metal radiator cap 
and fragments of headlight glass 
found at the point on Highway 77 
where the young woman was 
killed were from his automobile. 

He told police that he struck 
something as he passed Municipal 
Airport, where’ Miss Hildebrand 


jwas employed as a waitress, but 


that he had presumed it was a 
dog. He and a Fred~ 
erick Duncan, got out, he continued, 
saw nobody and, drove on, not 
knowing anyone had been killed. 
Miss Hildebrand’s body was found 
next morning. 

His attorney, C. C. Wolff, told the 
Parole Board he was 65 years old 
and of excellent character and 
reputation. 


Jobless Man Gets 6 Months, Fined 
$100; Denied Parole. - 

Frank Siepman, unemployed 
salesman, 5229 Idaho avenue, who 
drove away after his automobile 
struck and killed Private Aubrey 
O. Parker of Jefferson Barracks 
last Sept. 6, pleaded guilty of 
leaving the scene of the accident 
before Circuit Judge Robert W.

Members of the grand jury, which 
was discharged today by Cir- 
cuit Judge Robert J. Kirkwood, 
were “appalled? by “evidence of 


the people of their right of suf- 


frage,” the jurors stated in their 
report. 

The: grand jury, of which Maj. 
James L. Barngrove, president of 
the Barngrove Realty Co., was fore- 
man, said it found election officials 
“arrogant in corruption” and as- 
serted that “overwhelming evidence 
of corruption” was found in each 


“Let no Judge so far forget 
his oath of office that he will lend 
himself to the dismissing of any 
defendant on vague and immaterial 
technicalities.” 

The grand jury was pleased to 
see that the Circuit Judges, in nfak- 
ing their assignments for the com- 
ing year, had not assigned to the 
Criminal Divisions any Judge who 
“had benefitted, however innocently, 
by the corruption of the 1936 pri- 
mary.” 

The grand jury recommended 
that the possibility of using voting 
machines be investigated and sug- 
gested that they would reduce op- 
portunities for fraud. 

So many candidates file for office 
in primary elections, the jury said, 
that voters have difficulty in, mak- 
ing an intelligent tion. The 
jury commented thaf this was par- 
ticularly unfortunate in the case 
of judicial candidates, and proposed 
that consideration be given to 

State Court Judges as 
Federal Court Judges are selected. 
Federal Judges are appointed by 
the President for life. 


Jurors Recali Instructions. 
The grand jurors’ report, after 


irecalling the instructions it received 


from Judge Kirkwood, when he 
impaneled. the jury, to investi- 
gate thoruughly reports of primary 
election fraud, said that those in- 
structions had been followed consci- 
entiously and that the jury had 
opened ballot boxes and accurately 
counted and examined thousands of 
ballots. ;

MADRID, Dec. 4.—Thirty Fascist 
rebel planes appeared suddenly 
over the Rosales district in : the 
northwestern part of Madrid today 
and dropped many bombs. The raid 
was one of the most severe of the 
siege. * 

Machine guns set up in the streets 
were fired at the planes. 

The raid broke a period of com- 
parative quiet which followed the 
opening of a-rebel offensive earlier 
in the day in Casa del Campo Park. 

The rebels attacked with rifles, 
machine guns and artillery along a 
wide semi-circle from University 
City in the northwestern part of the 
capital to Pablo Iglesias avenue, on 
the south. The line runs near the 
Manzanares River. 

Fighting at Other Points. 

A War Office report said Gov- 
ernment aircraft and artillery at- 
tacked Fascist concentrations in 


stood repeated insurgen 
the vicinity of Pozuelo and Aravaca, 
It was indicated the Fascists werd 
trying to cut the main highway to 
France. 

On the Estremadura road, south- 
west of Madrid, Government mi- 
litiamen resisted a machine gun, 
bomb and tank attack. 

The loyalists reported capture of 
several parapets on Fascist trenches 
near Princesa Bridge on the south- 
ern edge of the city. 

On the western side of Madrid, 
near Florida Bridge and south to 
Frenchmen’s Bridge, Government 
troops blew up sewer sections of 
the city side of the river to frus- 
trate a possible insurgent attack 
through the sewer system. Guards 
were posted at sewer openings. 

Hundreds of civil guards and 
militiamen were stationed around 
houses fronting on the British Em- 


Many Refugees Evicted. 

Several hundred Spanish refugees 
from the provinces were forced to 
evacuate a building rented by the 
Finnish Embassy staff. Police later 
issued a communique charging pro- 
Fascist activities in the building 
made the eviction of the occupants 
necessary. 

Twice, a police official said, ref- 
ugees threw bombs through win- 
dows, aiming at militiamen and 
severely wounding a child. 

When police and militiamen 
sought to enter the building they 
were met with machine gun fire. 
The patrols managed to get inside 
and forced the refugees to surren- 
der. 

More than 400 persons, nearly all 
members of Spanish Rightist or- 
ganizations, were locked up at po- 
lice headquarters.

The party spent the morning 
at the hotel after a call from the 
British Embassy at Paris advised 
the manager it would not be neces- 
sary for the party to register. - 

Mrs. Simpson wore a simple rust- 
colored tailored suit and had little 
baggage with her. 

As the party walked out’ of the 
hotel lobby to resume the journey 
to Cannes, the French actress, Na- 
dia Dauty, attempted to take a pic- 
ture. of the former Baltimore 
woman. The bodyguard, hotel em- 
ployes ‘said, pushed the actress 
aside and knocked her hat and 
camera to the floor. An amateur 
photographer also was knocked 
aside by the secretary, and «struck 
back. After a brief encounter the 
party entered their automobile and 
departed. — 

Mrs. Simpson’s car was a dark 
blue sedan’ of American make, 
carrying British license plates, pre- 
sumably one of the pair of sedans 
recently purchased by King EHd- 
ward. She arrived from England 
during. the night, traveling ‘incog- 
nito aboard the steamer New Ha- 
ven which docked at Dieppe. Only 
officers of the steamer knew of her 
identity.

LONDON, Dec. 4.--Prime Min- 
ister Stanley Baldwin :told the 
House of Commons today the 
Government would not yield to 
a suggested compromise to enable 
King Edward to Mrs. 
Wallis Warfield Simpson, Amertf- 
ean-born divorcee, and keep the 
throne, then ‘motored to Belye- 
dere and made a final appeal to 
the monarch to put the empire 
before love. 

The Premier also calléd a Cab- 
inet meeting for tomorrow, 

Baldwin. arrived a. Edward's 
rural retreat shortly after 6 p. m. 
and was conducted imniediately 
to Edward's apartments. It was 
their third conference in less than 
48 hours. 

The Duke of York, who many 
Englishmen. think may succeed 
his brother as King, consulted 
with his mother, Queen Mary, and 
his secretary called on Baldwin 
before the Premier outlined the 
situation to a tense, hushed Com- 
mons. 

Discussion With Dominions. 


The Cabinet, which was dis. 
cussing the crisis with represen- 
tatives of the Dominions, will get 
further light, on the Bmpire’s 
views at tomorrow's meeting.

*‘Insincere’”’ Methods of En- 
forcement by Police and 
Courts Denounced in Its 
Report. te 


FINES AMOUNT 
TO LICENSE FEE 


Suggests Betting Be Made

“Insincere” and “ridiculous” meth- 
ods of the police and the courts in 
enforcing the gambling laws, which 
were declared to approach “the ulti- 
mate in silliness,” were condemned 
by the September term grand jury 
in its report to Circuit Judge Kirk- 
wood today. The grand jury, as told 
recently, voted 126 indictments on 
gambling charges, the largest num- 
ber voted by one grand jury in 
recent years. Maj. James lL. Barn- 
grove was foréman. 

The grand jury declared, in its 
report, that if gambling establish- 
ments cannot be closed by law, they 
should be licensed and allowed to 
run openly, with legal supervision. 

The section of the report devoted 
to gambling was: ¢ 

“As regards the slot machine and 
gambling cases thai have been pre- 
gented to this grand jury, we feel 
that the actions of the authorities 
are essentially insincere. If it were 
their intention to enforce the law 
to the extent that open gambling 
would be eliminated from the city, 
slot machine operators and those 
running establishments for betting 
on horse races would not be as- 
sessed a nominal fine, and then 
turned loose to continue the same 
activities in the sa™e locations. 

Tax On Gambling. 

“This law provides a penalty 
which, if invoked, would forthwith 
close all such establishments over 
night. These fines, in reality con- 
stitute, and are so considered by 
the authoriti . and the individuals 
fined, a tax upon the activities of 
this gentry. It imposes upon the 
police department the function of 
collecting a tax from these people, 
and this tax must be collected in a 
most undignified and ridiculous 
fashion. 

“There is probably no one so un- 
sophisticated but is aware that 
horse race bets can be placed in 
so-called ‘smoke shops’ all over the 
city. We are informed that the 
ridiculous situation exists of uni- 
formed police officers seeing bets 
openly made in these establish- 
ments and being unable to do any- 
thing, because the law requires that 
the officer must himself actually 
place a bet and have it accepted 


. before making an arrest, and then 


recover the betting slip and the 
money to produce in court as evi- 
dence before he can secure the 
nominal fines now assessed. 
“Ultimate in Silliness.” 

“This is a most amazing situa- 
tion, and partakes more of the ul- 
timate in silliness than the digni- 
fied, sensible enforcement of law. 
Such foolishness should stop, and 
either the gambling establishments 
should be closed definitely or they 
should be licensed and allowed to 
run openly under the law. with 
strict supervision.” bs 

Of the 126 indictments voted on 
gambling charges,-115 were on 
charges of setting up gambling de- 
vices, such as slot machines, pin 
boards and baffle boards. The oth- 
er 11 were on charges of custodian- 
ship of bets. 

The maximum penalty for either 
offense is five years in prison, but 
by the custom which has prevailed, 
persons pleading guilty have been 
fined $50 for a first offense in set- 
ting up a gambling device, and $250 
for the ‘first offense in custodian- 
ship of a bet. These fines, as the 
Post-Dispatch has pointed out, and 
‘as’ the grand jury has now stated, 
amounted to a license tax on the 
gambling activities. 

The police practice, established 
after a series of court decisions, 
was explained by Chief of Police 
John McCarthy to a: Post-Dispatch 
reporter and published last Satur- 
day. Before a case can be made 
in court, he said, it is necessary

Referring to the indictments 
voted for felonious flight of auto- 
mobile drivers, the grand jury dis- 
cussed in its report the general 
question of responsibility for in- 
juries inflicted by automobiles on 
pedestrians, 

“Without in any way excusing 
carelessness in the driver,” the 
grand jury said, “we wish to point 
out that the burden of care should 
not be wholly upon the driver of 
the automobile, but should, and of 
necessity must, be borne equally by 
the pedestrian.” Pedestrians, the 
grand jury said, “commit gross vio- 
lations of the rules of safety, and 
if it were not for ‘vigilance of 
drivers, the accident rate would be 
incre tremendously.” 

Safety organizations, the report 
said, have made the mistake of 
“ignoring the pedestrian angle” of 
the traffic question, 

The Right of Way. 

It continued: 

“Dissemination of the thought 
to school children and the public 
generally, that the pedestrian has 
the right of way in crossing a 
street and the burden of caring 
for the pedestrian’s safety lies al- 
most wholly with the automobile 
driver, is calculated to add to the 
carelessness of the pedestrian, and 
is, as a matter of fact, not true, 
The rapidity of movement of the 
automobile, its greatly superior 
weight and its lesser ability to stop 
quickly and otherwise maneuver, 
actually gives the automobile the 
right of way. 


“Almost all accidents to pedes- 
trians are occasioned when a care- 
less pedestrian and an equally care- 
less driver of an automobile meet, 
and we wish to urge that those 
interested in reducing automobile 
accidents in this city stress safety 
measures for the pedestrian, while 
in no wise abating their efforts to 
improve the safe driving of auto- 
mobiles, We believe if this is done, 
much good will result.” 


Smoke Elimination. 


Smoke elimination was declared, 
in the report, to be “a gigantic task, 
not beyond accomplishment,” but 
requiring thorough understanding. 
Ineffectiveness of the present ef- 
forts, the report said, “is shown by 


the smoke pall of the present win- 


ter, apparently no less severe than 
that of years back.” 


The report commended the St. 
Louis Bar Association for its efforts 
to “eliminate unworthy members of 
its profession. It has as yet but 
scratched the surface, and we rec- 
ommend that it continue its work 
until all.unworthy members of the 
profession are eliminated.” 

Following its commendation of 
the present Board of Election Com- 
missioners, which is quoted else- 
where in today’s Post-Dispatch, the 
grand jury held the Election 
Board's w =k up as an example for 
law enforcement agencies, saying: 

“We believe that if the law en- 
forcement machinery of our city 
would follow the example just set 
by our Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, better law enforcement 
would result, It is well, however, 


to remember that’ no law ever.

TO ALTER STAND 
ON MRS. SIMPSON 
Continued From Fage One. 


constitutional, the Prime Minister 
told Parliament. 

“Suggetsions have appeared in 
certain organs of the press yester- 
day and again today,” Baldwin 
said, “that if the King decided to 
marry, his wife need not become 
Queen. These ideas are without 
any constitutional foundation. 

“There is no such thing as what 
is called a morganatic marriage 
known to our law. The Royal Mar- 
riage Act of 1772 has no applica- 
tion to the Covereign himself. 

“Its only effect is that the mar- 
riage of any other member of the 
Royal Family is null and void un- 
less the Sovereign’s consent, de- 
cred under the great seal, is first 
obtained. 

“This act, therefore, has nothing 
to do with the present case. The 
King himself require no consent 
from any other authority to make 
his marriage legal, but, as I have 
said, the lady whom he marries, 
by the fact of her marriage to the 
King, necessarily becomes Queen. 

“She herself, therefore, enjoys 
all the status rights and privileges 
which, both by positive law and 
custom, attach to that position and 
with which we are familiar in cases 
of her late Majesty Queen Alexan- 
dra, and Her Majesty Queen Mary, 
and her children would be in the di- 
rect line of accession to the throne. 

Opposes “Only Possible Way.” 

“The only possible way in which 
this result could be avoided would 
be by legislation dealing with a 
particular case. 

“His Majesty’s Government are 
not prepared to introduce such leg- 
islation.” 

Loud cheers greeted this an- 
nouncement. 

“However, the matters to be dealt 
with are of common concern to the 
commonwealth as a whole and such 
a change could not be effected 
without the assent of all the do- 
minions,” he continued.

Criticism of Primary Law. 

“We wish further to call attention 
to the deplorable condition that has 
arisen by reason of the direct pri- 
mary law in force in this State. 
Anyone who feels the urge to se- 
cure public office and receive the 
emoluments there®, if possessed of 
a-.small sum of money to cover the 
filing fee, can file as a ¢andidate 
and have his name placed upon the 
ballot, this absolutely without any 
check regarding his qualifications 
for the office desired. 

“When the voter steps into a 
voting booth on election day, he 
is faced with a number of names 
of ‘individuals totally unknown to 
him and asked to vote for a cer- 
tain number. Be the voter ever so 
conscientious, it is impossible to 
make an intelligent selection under 
these circumstances. 

“The direct primary has been par- 
ticularly harmful to the judiciary. 
Only men of thorough legal train- 
ing and broad experience and sterl- 
ing integrity are capable of prop- 
erly filling these positions, and it is 
difficult to secure men of this 
character if they are compelled 
every few years to make a political 
campaign in which they may be- 
come obligated to some individuals 
for political favor. Some change 
must be made if our courts are to 
be raised to a plane that will com- 
mand the respect of the people, and 
perhaps some such procedure as is 
followed in procuring judges for 
the Federal courts might be sub- 
stituted for our present system of 
electing judges, to the great ad- 
vantage of law enforcement. We

She took the witness stand Mon- 
day afternoon and her cross-exam- 
ination by defense counsel was be- 
gun Wednesday morning. The trial 
is now in its ninth day and it is un- 
derstood the Government will re- 
quire about a day and a half to 
complete its testimony after Mrs. 
Thomasson has finally been ex- 
cused from the stand. 

The indictment is based on the 
eharge that the four defendants 
— Ars. Muench, Dr. Ludwig O. 
Muench, her husband, Attorney Wil- 
fred Jones, the baby broker, and 
Mrs. Helen Berroyer—were parties 
to the use of the mails in a scheme 
to defraud Dr. Marsh Pitzman, 
wealthy physician, by convincing 
him falsely that Mrs. Muench was 
the mother of a baby and that he 
was its father 


Blanton Doesn’t Mind. 

There was considerable by-play 
as Roy W. Rucker of Kansas City, 
one of counsel for the Muenches 
and Mrs.. Berroyer, resumed his 
blustering examination. 

At one point he said: “Mrs. Thom- 
asson, would you mind telling the 
jury why you look so fréquently at 
Mr. Blanton (the District Attorney) 
and the Postoffice Inspectors before 
answering questions?” When she 
murmured something, he waved a 
hand deprecatingly and said, “All 
right, if you have no explanation to 
offer.”

She 
denied it. 

“Ever sue Keller?” Rucker asked.

Although no action has been 
taken by the board of directors of 
Laclede Power & Light Co., an af- 
filiate of Laclede Gas, it is expected 
that Gosling also will resign from 
the presidency of that company.' A 
meeting of the board is set for 
Monday. Clarke is a director of 
Laclede Power & Light, which is 
a competitor of Union Electric 
Light & Power Co. 

R. R. Monroe, vice-president and

The Pittsburgh plate glass work- 
ers who have been idle for six 
weeks, were joined in the strike by 
1300 Libbey-Owens employes at Ot- 
tawa yesterday. The two concerns, 
with 11,000 employes in all, pro- 
duce about 90 per cent of the na- 
tion’s glass, including that used in 
automobiles, 

The strike involving Pittsburgh

Variance on Judgeships. 

The recorded vote for. each of 
the six successful Democratic can- 
didates for nomination as Circuit 
Judge differed vastly from. the ac- 
tual count as determined by the 
grand jury.

The new theory means that one 
star can, with improved astronomi- 
ca] instruments, be made a magni- 


fying glass or telescope. For the 
better observation of another, more 
distant star. The reason, Einstein 
explains, lies in the bending of light | 
rays when they pass near the sun 
or any other massive star. The 
rays, he finds, collect there as they 
would in a lens. Then at certain 
distant points the rays so collected 
become focused, like the focus of 
a spy-glass, opera glass or tele- 
scope. 

Human eyes, if placed at the 
right point in space, could see the 
star focused image, and there are 
stars suitable lined up, one far be- 
hind the other, to be seen in this 
manner from the earth. But Prof. 
Einstein points out that present op- 
tical equipment and the present re- 
solving power of telescopes are not 
sufficient to make . these space 
images visible. 

He announces his new discovery 
in “Science,” official journal of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science.

The hearings will be held in the 


Attorney-General’s office in the 


Supreme Court building. 
Scope of Inquiry. 

The hearing will be on matters 
that have been under investigation 
by McKittrick, including alleged im- 
proper withdrawals of subsistence 
supplies from the penitentiary and 
reformatory commissaries by State 
Parole Commissioner George D. 
Bryant, a Penal Board member; the 
handling of subsistence supplies at 
the reformatory by Guy W. McLain, 
superintendent; the alleged beat- 
ing of reformatory inmates by 
guards, and the general manage- 
ment of the reformatory. 

The clash between McKittrick 
and the Governor, through the me- 
dium of prepared statements, came 
after McLain. withdrew his resig- 
nation, previously submitted to the 
board, following a conference with 
the Governor on Wednesday. Mc- 
Lain, after quitting in the face of 
the impending inquiry, said he had 
changed his mind and would fight 
any charges against him. 

McKittrick, in his statement, 
asked Gov. Park for “his purpose 
and his reason in causing Capt. 
McLain to withdraw his resigna- 
tion.” McKittrick asked: “Is it an 
attempt to hinder and interfere 
with the investigation?” 

Reply of Governor. 

Gov. Park immediately replied, in 
& prepared statement, denying 
there had been any interference 
with the inquiry and or attempt to 
influence McLain as to his course. 
The Governor said the Penal Board 
was co-operating with McKittrick 
in the inquiry “with my knowledge 
and by my authority.” 

“I have always been loath to in- 
jure the reputation and standing of 
any person,” the Governor said, “un- 
til, after full investigation, I am 
convinced he is guilty. I prefer to 
act deliberately and with full 
knowledge of the facts before go- 
ing to the public with my charges.” 

The Attorney-General declined to 
comment on Gov. Park’s reply. 
“Whatever I have to say further I 
will present on Monday and in the 
subsequent hearings, in the form of 
evidence,” he said. 

Board Member Got Supplies. 
McKittrick has pot indicated 

whether the investigation as to sub- 
sistence supplies drawn by Bryant 
will be extended to other members 
of the board and some of the prison 
employes. The board members who 
will conduct the hearing al] have 
received subsistence allowances 
from the prisons which the Attor- 
ney-General, since the inquiry has 
started, has ruled were not au- 
thorized by law. 

The board members are Col. Ste- 
phen B, Hunter, director of penal 
institutions and chairman of the 
board; Farm Commissioner Paul 
Renz and Parole Commissioner 
Bryant. Hunté® and Bryant are 
Democrats and Renz is a Republic- 
an.

Featherweight Title 
Claimant Had a Big 
Lead at Time of Foul

Tony Chavez, Mexican boxer, rested in a hospital today, following 
his victory on a foul in the eighth round over Henry Armstrong, 8t. 


Louis Negro, 


recognized in some states as featherweight champion of 


the world, scored at the Auditorium last night. 


The foul, an unintentional low 
blow, delivered by Armstrong near 
the close of the round, caused 
Chavez such pain that he dropped 
to the floor and rolled over and 
over, out of the ring. He was 
helped back inside the ropes, then 
carried to his dressing room, where 
an examination by Dr. Durand Ben- 
jamin of the State Commission dis- 
closed evidences of the low punch. 

State Athletic Commissioner Er- 
nest Oakley then awarded the 
match to Chavez because of the 
foul but took no further action 
against Armstrong because it was 
plain to everyone that the foul was 
not deliberate. 

Dr. Benjamin said that Chavez 
likely would feel the effects of the 
blow more keenly today than he 
did immediately after it happened, 
and advised that he be carried out 
on a stretcher rather than be per- 
mitted to walk. So his handlers 
called an ambulance and sent the 
Mexican to a hospital. 

Chavez Seems Near Kayo. 

Up to the time of the foul, Arm- 
strong had all the better of the 
argument and it appeared just be- 
fore he hit Chaves low that Henry 
was in position to score a knock- 
out, for he had just clipped Tony a 
hard ieft and a right to the head 
which had the Mexican in a bad 
way. 

Tony made a surprisingly good 
showing against Armstrong, a hu- 
man punching machine. Henry 
started, as usual, throwing punches 
at the opening gong and they kept 
going every second the fight last- 
ed. Chavez was nervous at the 
start. He back-pedaled and tried 
too much to hold Armstrong, but 
Henry wouldn't let him. 

In the second round, Chavez hit 
Armstrong a hard right to the head 
which gave him more confidence. 
They stood head to head and 
punched each other as the crowd 
howled, 

In the third they again stood and 
fought it out as the crowd yelled 
so loudly that neither boxer,. nor 
apparently Referee Tommy Sulli- 
van, heard the bell, and they con- 
tinued to punch for several seconds 
after the round ended. 

Chavez found the range with 
right-hand uppercuts to the head 
in close and did some damage with 
that blow to Armstrong in the 
fourth round. And Sullivan, at- 
tempting to part the boxers him- 
self, was struck in the nose by one 
of Tony’s lefts. 

Armstrong missed some punches 
in the fifth and took a hard left 
to the head but in close he again 
outpunched Tony with his short, 
sharp blows.

Foreign Minister Jose Espalter of 
Uruguay, replying for the visiting 
delegations, praised President 
Roosevelt and urged that the con- 
ference, besides strengthening the 
American peace structure, “prepare 
solid bases for a new commercial 
and economic policy to develop our 
countries among themselves.” 

A proposal for joint American 
action against any outside aggres- 
sion—suggested by President Roose- 
velt—was laid before the conference 
last night.

Receiving Uruguayan and United 
States newspaper men in his cabin 
just before the Indianapolis sailed 
from Montevideo, Roosevelt said he 
felt his “good-neighbor” policy was 
no longer merely his, but had been 
taken up by all the American re- 
publics, Hereafter, he declared, it 
should be called a unanimous Pan- 
American policy. 

Speech at Luncheon. 

Before embarking, Roosevelt told 
President Terra and other officials 
at a luncheon that “a new era of 
friendship and confidence among 
the Americas” had been born at 
the Pan-American conference here 
in 1933.

State Finance Suggestion. 
To the Hditor of the Post-Dispatch: 

S. THE Representative-elect of Mor- 
A gan County, I read with much 
interest the article in last Sunday's 
Post-Dispatch, entitled “Will Somebody 
Show Missouri?” I do not feel competent 
to point ov the entire solution of the 
State’s fiscal policy for the next two 
years. It is my belief, however, that the 
State Highway Commission is receiving 
more funds than are absolutely necessary 
during these critical years. 

In my opinion, the Legislature should 
cut out the license tax on all cars and 
trucks, except busses and trucks oper- 
ated as public carriers, and charge $1 
for State registration, It could then pass 
an act enabling counties to license cars 
and trucks at rates to be determined by 
the Legislature, The funds derived from 
this act by the counties should be used 
in whole, or in part, as a county road 
fund and distributed to the various road 
districts in an equitable manner. The 
cities should receive all, or part, of the 
fees paid by their citizens to be used in 
maintenance of the streets in said cities. 

This plan would release large sums of 
money now raised by property taxes in 
the several municipalities of the State. 
With this relief, the various communities 
could take care of the wants of the 
needy. Relief of the poor is a local prob- 
lem and can and should be administered 
locally. The past several years have dem- 
onstrated that a Federal and State system 
of relief is wasteful and inefficient. 

The tax on gasoline should provide suf- 
ficient revenue, with the license fees 
from busses and common-carrier trucks, 
to take care ofjthe outstanding bonds and 
interest of the State Highway Commis- 
sion. In addition, these funds should pro- 
vide for the maintenance of State high- 
ways and a limited amount of new con- 
struction. 

The State has gone far enough in the 
building of its highway system to permit 
a little slacking up. Farmers who pay 
auto license fees and gasoline tax are 
obliged to maintain their local roads 
through poll taxes and property taxes. 
They are entitled to a fair share of the 
fees they pay for use on their own roads. 
The State system of highways is a good 
thing, although it has enhanced the value 
of all lands adjacent to them at the ex- 
pense of the cities and the farmers on the 
side roads. 

We have taken the tourist out of the 
mud, and now it is about time to lift some 
of the farmers out of the mud. _

However it ends, the royal romance is historic. 
Queen, consort or jilted, Mrs. Simpson will walk 
forever in the procession of the magnificently be- 
loved. So superbly a poetic climax in a century that 
has exalted realism and affected to thrust aside sen- 
timent as a pagan creed is a triumph for the lyricists 
of all the ages. The outmoded Byron is the spokes- 
man of the hour. 

The world has for months been watching the at- 
tention of King Edward to the charming woman from 
Baltimore. In the beginning, it seemed to be the 
temporary preference of .a confirmed bachelor for a 
delightful companion. Certainly his majesty’s sub- 
jects, after a decade or more of sincerest matchmak- 
ing efforts, had seemingly become reconciled to his 
single state. So many purple eligibles had been pre- 
sented, punctiliously received, gallantly bowed out. 

Prince or peasant, “a man’s a man for a’ that,” 
and in the lexicon of the eternal feminine there is 
no such word as fail. And an association that may 
have been widely regarded as an unusual friendship, 
proceeding along the predestined paths, has flamed 
finally into an old-fashioned love affair, and an Em- 
pire drinks—not an exultant toast, but “a cup of 
trembling.” 

It is difficult for us, born and bred in the equality 
of democracy, to understand the tempest that is 
sweeping not only England but the whole Empire. 
Surely a King may exercise the prerogative of the 
humblest citizen to marry the woman of his choice. 
Such is the instinctive American reaction. ‘And, after 
all, with the divinity that doth hedge a King and a 
lot of other superstitions blown away, it does seem 
as if the anxiety occasioned by Edward's romance 
and his apparent determination to assert his indi- 
vidiual rights is a jittery throwback to a quaint 
mythology. “ 

But between David Windsor, the man, and Edward 
VIII there is a distance so vast as to be measured 
only by the imponderables. Monarchy to the En- 
glish “is a social, moral and ceremonial agency and 
a visible symbol of the unity of the nation .. .” The 
King, we are informed by Edward Jenks in his au- 
thoritative study, “Government of the British Em- 
pire,” 

supplies the personal and picturesque element 

which catches the popular imagination far more 

readily than constitutional arrangements, which 
cannot. be heard or seen, and a King or Queen 

who knows how to play this part skillfully by a 

display of tact, graciousness and benevolence is 

rendering priceless services to the cause of con- 
tentment and good government. 

Very closely allied to this personal character 
of the King is the great unofficial and social in- 
fluence he wields, and not he alone, but the Queen 
and in a lesser degree the other members of the 
royal family. Their influence in matters of re- 


ligion, morality, benevolence, fashion, and even in 
art and literature, is immense. 


~ The latitude of his personal privileges is sharply 
defined by the requirements of his office. When his 
deportment and purpose invite the grave opposition 
of the Government, the press and the church, when 
the Prime Minister protests the intention to marry, 
as Mr. Baldwin is reported to have done, when the 
church will, reputedly, refuse to accept the lady, a di- 
vorcee, as Queen, when public opinion, so far as it is 


expressed by the press, remonstrates with courtesy 


but firmness—when, in a word, the King finds him- 
self under the fire of ministerial, clerical and popular 
judgment, what course must duty prescribe? 

What is Edward’s prior obligation—his crown or 
his heart? He knows the troubled state of the world. 
He knows that Europe is on the edge of an explo- 
sion that threatens civilization. He knows the soli- 
darity and force of the British Empire constitute the 


most steadying influence today for the peace of Eu-, 


rope. If he should abdicate, as has been proposed, 

he cannot foresee the consequences. If he defies 

imperial tradition, counsel, entreaty—if he defies the 

Empire and elects to be not a King but a lover— 
Antony tossed Rome away for a kiss.

OUT OF THE DIM PAST. 

“Dr. Townsend indicted by Federal grand jury,” 
says a news dispatch from Washington. The name 
stirs vague memories. Dr. Townsend? Who is that? 
It all begins to come back from the distant days be- 
fore the Spanish civil war, Mrs. Simpson and Buenos 
Aires monopolized the headlines. Had something to 
do with the election, didn’t he? Backed a man from 
one of the Dakotas named—let’s see—oh, yes: Lemke. 
Whatever became of him? 

But why is Dr. Townsend being indicted? It takes 
a few minutes of pondering. Unless memory fails, 
he had a plan for saving the country, some sort of 
pension scheme for the aged; $200 a month and spend 
it right away. But a man can’t be indicted for that; 
this country still has freedom of imagination. The 
news dispatch explains: Dr. Townsend’s plan was 
investigated by a House committee; he absented him- 
self and refused to testify. 

Lucky thing for Dr. Townsend, that indictment. 
Without it, the country might soon have forgotten 
him completely. The committee really did him a 
favor by its rough questioning, which roused him to 
walk out on his inquisitors. And the House helped 
his cause along by voting to cite him for contempt. 
Whatever the courts do about it now, the doctor and 
his pension scheme are back in the headlines. His 
journey to oblivion has been postponed for a while. 
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ON RED FLANNELS. 

A couple of years ago, Grant Wood, the Iowa artist, 
needed a pair of red flannels to round out and give 
verity to a canvas of the Saturday night bath, as it 
flourished way back in the ’80s. Mr. Wood's opera- 
tives scoured the country for two months before they 
could find what was once a characteristically Ameri- 
can garment. The end of the search came in Minne- 
apolis, where a family had just received a pair of 
red flannels from relatives in Boston who were mov- 
ing to Georgia. We remarked at the tinie how fitting 
it was that so.sturdy a garment was not thoughtless- 
ly cast aside, but was kept in the North, where it 
could fulfill its destiny. ——

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AN IMPENDING CLASH. . ! 

It will be interesting to observe the outcome of the 
forthcoming clash between the Mayors’ lobby, 
headed by Mayor La Guardia of New York City, and 
WPA Administrator Harry Hopkins, over the latter’s 
order to drop 425,000 WPA workers by’Jan. 1. 

Hopkins’ action is being taken for the sound reason 
that the requirements of expanding business and in- 
dustry are absorbing jobless persons and that- the 
Government, therefore, may begin to curtail its 
emergency activities. This is thoroughly in line 
with public expectation, but it is highly distasteful 
to the Mayors because WPA men and money are now 
being used on numerous projects which otherwise 
would have to be financed with municipal funds. 
Many of these projects involve necessary improve- 
ments which, prior to Federal work-relief, were con- 
sidered reutine municipal activities. 

Critics of WPA have often pointed to this fact as 
contrary to sound public policy. They have con- 
tended that WPA projects should not be such as to 
relieve municipalities of their ordinary responsibili- 
ties, and they have predicted, once the Federal Gov- 
ernment attempted to withdraw from .the field, just 
such political resistance as Mayor La Guardia’s lobby 
now proposes to offer. It is, of course, far more 
expedient to have the Federal’Government pay for 
municipal activities than to finance them as they 
should be financed, from local taxes. . 

So the impending clash wil] have considerable sig- 
nificance. It will be a test of strength whose out- 


question: of Féderal emergency expenditures. 
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WHY THE RELIEF DRIVE FELL SHORT. 

Confusion and unwillingness to give, it is evident, 
caused the United Charities campaign to fall short of 
its goal. The reports of Tuesday showed $2,115,964 
subscribed, or $484,036 less than the $2,600,000 sought, 
Though the community’s economic condition is,con- 
siderably better than last year, this year’s pledges 
are actually $68,182 below the 1935 total. 

Confusion entered in the widespread belief that the 
Government has assumed full responsibility for relief, 
and that the Social Security Act’s payroll tax some- 
how takes the place of United Charities subscrip- 
tions. Unwillingness to give is shown in comparison 
with other cities, which discloses that St. Louis ranks 
low both in number of givers and size of gifts. 

The result, of course, is that the 90 relief organiza- 
tions financed through the joint campaign will again 
be forced to curtail their activities among the needy. 
St. Louis should think about the outcome. Can the 
fallacies attendant on the campaign be dispelled? Can 
more and larger gifts be obtained? If the answer to 
these questions is No, then the alternatives will be to 
cut down on relief to the needy, or to finance this 
work through taxes, 
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REDISTRICTING THE CITY. 

It is undoubtedly an excellent idea to redistrict the 
city’s 28 wards, as proposed by a new organization 
known as the Municipal Initiative League. Since the 
wards were last redistricted, population movements 
have taken place, giving rise to inequalities of size, 
and, hence, inequalities of representation in the Board 
of Aldermen. Some wards, like those in the down- 
town section, are too small. Others, notably the 
Twenty-fourth, are too big. The Twenty-fourth has 
35,000 registered voters, whereas the Fifth Ward has 
only 8800. 

But the league’s plan, logical as it may be, col- 
lides with political considerations. Jimmy Miller now 
controls the Fourth Ward and Senator Kinney is 
kingpin in the Fifth. Neither of them would care 
a bit for the surgical operation the league suggests. 
The notion of Jimmy standing idly by while part of 
his domain is handed to his enemy, Mike Kinney, and 
another part is turned over to another enemy, Joe 
Brogan, must seem laughable to practical politicians. 

Of course, the league, unless it is marvelously in- 
nocent, knows that redistricting always means a bat- 
tle with existing political powers. It is never a one- 
round affair, It goes on and on, collecting popular 
interest all along the way. Finally there comes a 
time when the tight little principalities of the Kin- 
neys and the Millers and the Brogans go the way of 
all flesh. They are knocked out. So, while the 
league may appear to be hopelessly overmatched at 
the moment, its proposal will grow stronger as time 
goes on. It is a good idea, a sound idea, and it will 
eventually win. 
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F. D. R. UNDERTAKES A NEW TASK. 

In his speech at Montevideo, President Roosevelt 
said: “It is a great regret of my life that, while 
with some difficulty I can read a little Spanish, I 
cannot yet converse in it.” He added his hope that, 
at a future time, when he returns to South America, 
“I shall be able to speak with all of you in your 
native tongue.” ‘ 

It will be recalled that, earlier this year, the Presi- 
dent delighted a French-Canadian audience by ad- 
dressing it in French. Now, apparently, he intends 
to.take up the study of Spanish. Just how the over- 
burdened executive of this nation expects to find 
time for this occupation is something which puzzles 
us. But it would not surprise anyone acquainted with 
his amazing versatility to learn a year hence that 
Mr. Roosevelt had made a speech in Mexico City or 
Buenos Aires or Santiago in the purest Castilian.

What explains the failure of the Gévern- 
ment to install a merit system throughout 
its various units?

Control of the Boom 


¥ THE prosperity that has now 
arrived is to be kept going, it 
must be kept under the right 
kind of control. 

This is the time when vigilance 
and foresight are most ne ‘ 
For good times are so pleasant that 
they make for complacency and for 
carelessness. Yet it is in the good 
times that things get out of hand, 
boil up into a boom and then end 
in @ crash. 

So it is now, before things are 
out of hand, that the preventive 
measures have to be taken. For the 
jonger we wait, the more drastic 
and the more dangerous will be the 
measures that have to be taken, 

This is not said in order to be 
alarmist. Things are not out of 
hand yet. But we are not so far 
from the time when prices will be- 
gin to rise, and then wages, and 
then prices in a vicious inflationary 
circle. . 

Unless the coming boom is regu- 
lated promptly and effectively, we 
shall see a rise in the cost of living 
accompanied by serious labor trou- 
bles. If the boom, the price infla- 
tion and the labor troubles are to 
be avoided, the necessary measures 
of control will have to be taken this 


winter. 
. . * 


Perhaps the simplest way for the 
layman to understand the problem 
is in terms which, I am afraid, will 
horrify the financial experts. But 
the ordinary man who is not famil- 
iar with technical monetary theory 
will not, I think, be misled by Iook- 
ing at the matter in the following 
way: 

In the depression, theré was an 
absence of active purchasing pow- 
er. For reasons which we need not 
now attempt to understand, there 
were not enough buyers in the 
market. There were not enough 
buyers of goods, of labor, of trans- 
portation, of housing, of. services, 
The essential recovery program 
consisted in creating buyers. 

Two powerful buyers were delib- 
erately brought into the market. 
Those two new buyers were the 
Government and foreign capitalists. 
They created a demand for, goods 
and property which overcame the 
depression. 

Now these same two new buy- 
ers, the Government and the for- 
eign capitalists, are continuing “to 
create a demand for goods, If that 
keeps up, they will push prosper- 
ity into a boom, and then when the 
Government and the foreign capi- 
talists stop, as they will have to 
stop some time, the boom will col- 
lapse. 


* * * 


Perhaps this can be made a lit- 
tle clearer by showing somewhat 
more definitely how it has worked. 
Iam going to use cruder figures 
than the technicians use—but they 
tell the main facts more easily. At 
the beginning of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, all banks in the Unit- 
ed States had deposits of approxi- 
mately 38 billion dollars. On June 
30 of this year, they had 51 billions. 
Now bank deposits are the money 
used to buy goods and property and 
securities and to hire labor. So in 
these years, the money available for 
buying had been increased by one- 
third, or 13 billion dollars. 

Now where did those 13 billion 
dollars of new purchasing power 
come from? They did not come 
from loans made by the banks to 
business men and private individ- 
uals. For at the end of those three 
years, the people owed less to the 
banks than at the beginning. Where 


then did the new 13 billion dollars 


come from? About 10 billions came 
from the deficit of the Federal 
Government, and the rest came 


from the gold that has been poured 


into this country by foreigners and 
perhaps by some Americans who in 
the early days took it abroad. 


This calls for some more eéx- 
plaining. How did the deficit of the 
Government create 10 billions of 
new money in the banks? What 
happened was that the Government 
printed bonds and then sold them 


to the banks. The banks paid for

Thus, out of nothing, there was 
created purchasing power that did 
not exist before, %, 
That is how 10 billions came 
into existence, and in describing 
I am not criticising the policy. On 
contrary, I think it was the 
right thing to do: the country was 
violentty deflated and it needed to 
be reflated. 


What about the other 3 billions, 
perhaps 4 billions, which came from 
abroad? What happened here was 
that foreigners shipped gold into 
the United States, got $35 an ounce 
from the Government and used the 
American money they got for their 
gold to buy property in this coun- 
try. The money they paid Ameri- 
cans for the property was deposited 
in the banks, where it remained as 
purchasing power for goods, 

This is how, by Government defi- 
cits and gold imports, this country 
has been reflated. 


So far so good. But the refla- 
tion has gone pretty far. It has 
gone so far that today the pur- 
chasing power already in the banks 
is greater than in 1929. What is 
more, the deficits continue’ to in- 
créase, gold continues to come in, 
and the banks are just beginning 
to create still more purchasing 
power by issuing credit to private 
persons. 

Is it not obvious that unless we 


lation in securities and real estate, 
a very high cost of living, and des- 
perately serious labor trouble, we 
must at once stop the creation of 
still more money? Until the physi- 
cal production Of wealth is greatly 
increased we do not want very 
much more money than we had in 


That means that the Government 
must stop creating new money by 
borrowing from the banks. It means 
that the import of foreign gold must 
be neutralized or checked. It means 
that credit expansion by the banks 
must be restrained. These are, 
broadly speaking, the three lines on 
which action is required, 

. + * 


What kind of action? So far as 
the Government goes, it must bal- 
ance the budget in the sense that it 
stops borrowing from the banks. 
This is entirely feasible, I believe, 
rand there is good reason to think 
that the administration intends to 
do this if only Congress will let it. 


In regard to the credit expansion 
by the banks, the thing can proba- 
bly be kept under control by rais- 
ing the reserve requirements and by 
selling the bonds of the Federal Re- 
serve System in the open market. 

In regard to the foreign gold, the 
easiest measure to take is to “ster- 
ilize” it—by having the Treasury 
borrow the equivalent of the gold 
imports, and having borrowed it, to 
bury it temporarily by not spendng 
the money it borrows. Later, it may 
be necessary to take more drastic 
measures, such as reducing the 
price of gold. 

All these precautionary measures, 
it must be understood, would have 
to be timed and measured so as to 
prevent inflation, but not to resume 
deflation. We are fully deflated 
now. These measures would mere- 
ly prevent still more inflation. 


There is no reason to think that, 
if taken early enough, and properly 
explained to the people, they will 
disturb the recovery, or end the 
cheap money which is so necessary 
to full re-employment, or upset the 
foreign exchanges which are now 
fairly staple. Their purpose is not 
to interrupt the good times today, 
but to check the inflationary forces 
which would in two or three years 
bring us to a boom and then a 
crash.

Closely allied with any speech 
defect are mental or emotional ir- 
regularities which are usually cor- 
rected when the child is taught to 
talk like his normal associates, 
Miss Mildred A. McGinnis, teacher 
in charge of the clinic, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter who visited 
the clinic. ; 

Instructors in the clinic are stu- 
dents who are taking the institute’s 
course in speech pathology which 
leads to the degree of bachelor of 
science in education which is con- 
ferred by Washington University 
under an arrangement affiliating 
the institute with the university. 

At present there. are six seniors 
and 14 juniors in the two-year 
course, which must be preceded by 
two years of academic study in a 
college or university. The clinic is 
to them what the free dental and 
medical clinics are to dental and 
medical students in nearly all uni- 
versities of the country. It affords 
practical experience in correcting 
speech defects under the guidance 
of trained and experienced teachers. 


How Instruction Is. Given. 


From 3 to 5 on Wednesday after- 
noons ard from 9 to 11 on Satur- 
day mornings the children come to 
the clinic, usually accompanied by 
their mothers, but sometimes _ by 
their fathers or teachers. A regis- 
tration fee of 25 cents is charged 
on the patient’s first visit to the 
clinic. 

The adult sits beside the child 
during the treatment period, ob- 
serving as the teacher painstaking- 
ly tries to get the child to make 
the proper sounds of letters first, 
then phrases and finally the per- 
fectly enunciated word. This is 
contrary to accepted psychological 
practice, according to Miss McGin- 
nis, but the theory is that the par- 
ent or teacher can be Made an as- 
sistant in the treatment, continu- 
ing it during the period between 
visits to the clinic. 

In one booth of the large base- 
ment clinic room when the report- 
er called was a 3-year-old boy who 
never has spoken, The instructor, 
@ young man, was working with 
him on the letter “m,” showing 
the movements of the lips and 
tongue. ’ 

Nothing much like “m” was audi- 
ble to the reporter but the teacher 
said he was making progress, The 
boy’s difficulty was delayed speech 
or failure to begin talking at the 
usual age. His intelligence, as 
rated in the manyal performance 
tests to which he was submitted 
on entering the clinic, is high, and 
while his failure to talk at 3 was 
not particularly serious, it was ad- 
visable to train him in order that 
his development would not be re- 
tarded unnecessarily by a speech 
defect, Miss McGinnis said. 

Stammerers Cured. 

Several of the children who stam- 
mered or lisped, are about to be 
graduated from the clinic. They 
were very willing to talk to the re- 
porter and recite poems to show 
how well they could speak. But 
they were quite unable to show how 
they used to talk, and laughed loud- 
ly at the imitations Miss McGin- 
nis made of the way they spoke 
when they came to the clinic. 

The clinic is informal, and all 
the children seemed perfectly happy 
to be there, except for one or two 
who were attending for only the 
second or third time. They were 
a little solemn and uneasy in the 
noisy room. 

Treatment is fairly simple in the 
case of children who lisp and have 
trouble in pronouncing particular 
letters, according to Miss Mc- 
Ginnis. The letters, alone and in 
phrases, are written in crayon in 
a note book and the child looks at 
the letter as he makes the sound. 
Whem one troublesome. letter is 
mastered, another is taken up, until 
ultimately the proper pronunciation’ 
of all the letters and the common 
words in which they. appear is

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—-Failing 
to persuade officials here to post- 
pone a scheduled cut in WPA rolls, 
the United States Conference of 
Mayors yesterday appealed to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

An executive committee of the 
conference, headed by Mayor Fio-: 
rello LaGuardia of New York, sent 
a cablegram ‘to the President in 
South’ America. Its text. wag not 
disclosed. 

After a committee conference 
with Aubrey Williams, acting WPA 
administrator, LaGuardia said the 
situation had been “clarified” to 
some extent by assurance that re- 
ductions made during December 
and Jan will be limited to 
members the administrative 
staff, non-relief employes and 
workers having other sources of 
suppoftt. 

Mayor 8S. Davis Wilson of Phila- 
delphia expressed dissatisfaction 
with the outcome of the confer- 
ence. He said in his opinion a pro- 
posed cut of 154,000 persons Dec. 
15 would fall most heavily on the 
rank and file of WPA workmen, 
despite the official assurance to 
the contrary. 

Wilson told reporters the commit- 
tee had urged Williams to main- 
tain WPA employment at the No- 
vember level and stretch available 
funds over the first 15 days of Jan- 
uary, instead of the first 20. 

He said Williams contended this 
could not be done, and was “very 
evasive” when asked why the Gov- 
ernment felt it necessary to extend 
its remaining funds to Jan. 20. By 
Jan. 15, Wilson argued, new funds 
could be made available by Com 
gress. 

LaGuardia said: “We find that 
employment has not kept pace with 
improved business conditions. Any 
suggestion of wholesale dismissals 
or substantial reductions at this 
time is simply out of the question. 
Every city is carrying its share 
and more of the load, and cannot 
assume additional burdens.”

Home. 


War as Soon as—

ARLOWE'’S “face that 

launched a thousand ships and 

burned the topless towers ot 
Ilium,” has not disappeared from 
the earth. The face of a charming 
young Baltimore lady has power 
to upset the British Empire, caus- 
ing the Cabinet to say to the 
King-Emperor, “Choose between 
your throne and her.” 


Nero, fiddling while Rome 
burned, might be calied a serious 
statesman compared with the Brit- 
ish Cabinet, with the danger of 
world war blazing around it, threat- 
ening to upset/the British Empire 
from within, over the silly issue of 
the King’s right to marry a re- 
spectable and desirable young wom- 
an, 


The latest news reports the King’ 
ready to defy Stanley Baldwin, 
the Prime Minister, and the vir- 
tuous British middle classes that 
would not object, and have not ob- 
jected, in: the past, to half a dozen 
or more royal mistresses, their ille- 
gitimate children transformed into 
Dukes, by royal order. 


Only yesterday, England’s popu- 
lation and press were praising the 
King as a great business builder 
for the Empire, the faithful worker 
for his people. England’s present 
middle-class ingratitude reminds 
you of the treatment accorded to 
Lloyd George after his courage, re- 
sourcefulness and energy, combined 
with the fighting spirit of the old 
Frenchman Clemenceau, had saved 
the British and their allies from 
defeat. 


The sympathizers of this country 
are with the King, regardless of 
the fact that the lady in the case 
happens to be of American birth. 

Europe and the world in general 
are in a dangerows condition; the 
British Empire might be broken 
up, from the air, in a dozen places. 
Somebody ought to read to Prime 
Minister Baldwin the saying about 
“changing horses while crossing a 
stream.” 


But those tender words about “all 
for love and the world (empire) 
well lost” may not interest young 
King Edward, who possesses will 
power, and has been brought up in 
an atmosphere not calculated to 
develop submissive humility. To ab- 
dicate would: be to “quit,” and the 
King has done nothing that would 
justify his being made “a quitter.” 

A job is what you make it; the 
King may decide to prove that a 
British monarch is not necessarily 
a figurehead. If the Cabinet re- 
signs, there will be a general elec- 
tion, and the King. might win it, 
with the help of the radio; Baldwin 
could hardly keep him “off the 
air.” There is hypocrisy in En- 
gland, but if the King should say 
to the people, “I have given my 
word, do you wish me to break it?” 
the answer should be No. 


You’ve heard, perhaps, that the 
value of American home-made se- 
curities has risen within a year by 
15 billion dollars. That value went 
on increasing yesterday; stocks 
went up. In England, because a 
pleasant young man plans to marry 
a thoroughly estimable young wom- 
an, British stocks fell down. Men 
are little; little things influence 
them more than big things. 


In this proud Democratic repub- 
lic, Mrs. “Wally” Simpson has 
driven the President of the United 
States away from many front 
pages, but you will want to know 
that he is on his way home, from 
Buenos Aires, after stopping to 
congratulate the President of Uru- 
guay on “great advances in behalf 
of the well-being of your citizens.” 

In his brief address, the Presi- 
dent said, “The first battlefield of 
peace is that of securing well-being 
at home.” 

Even Maine and Vermont will 
agree to that; the question is: How 
can it be done? 


Newton D. Baker, Woodrow Wil- 
son’s Secretary of War, who cele- 
brated his sixty-fifth birthday yes- 
terday, says war will start, in a big 
way, “as soon as statesmen make up 


their minds either that they want ]}’ 


to fight or that they can’t help 
fighting.” It may happen also 
when some “statesman” makes a 
foolish mistake and some equally 
foolish nation begins shooting. One 
small, unimportant murder was 
enough to start the big war.

Nothing intricate about them, 
either, but amusing and stimulating 
to childish imagination without be- 
ing too exciting. Checker boards 
made of laundry card board, Check- 
ers of small darning cotton spools, 
painted red and black. Other block 
games of pieces decorated with the 
emblems’of cigar bands. Ring toss 
games made of discarded spool 
winders from a factory, the: rings, 
nothing more than Mason jar rub- 
bers. 

Puzzles in cellophane covered 
boxes backed by picture cards and 
enclosing shot you are supposed to 
trap into grooves and hollows. 
Scrap books and jig saw puzzies 
cut from magazine pictures, sub- 
jects being suited to the very juv- 
enile mind. Little red wagons, all 
shapes and designs, made of cigar 
boxes, their wheels of typewriter 
ribbon winders. Gay balls that. 
really bounce though their insides 
are nothing but old newspaper 
wadded up, covered with pieces of 
stocking stitched all pver with col- 
ored yarns. Small tables with spool 
legs, doll beds with clothespin bed 
posts, breakfast trays, highly dec- 
orated, made of discarded school 
drawing boards. A stylish young 
lady, her body a clothes pin, plat- 
inum blonde hair of fuzzy pipe 
cleaner wire, her graceful arms 
of the same material. Cuddly and 
spankable dolls made of unbleached

muslin stuffed with cotton, dressed 
in gay prints. And animals, birds, 
insects made of clothespins with 
ears, perhaps, or wings or flippers 
made of little wooden ice cream 
spoons. Yellow ducks and other 
cutouts attached to clothespins that 
enable them to roost securely on 
any sharp edge. ~ 

It’s wonderful what can be done 


with clothespins, pipe cleaners, 
spools, button molds, lollypop sticks, 
bits ‘of wire the Sunday paper 
comes wrapped in, corks, paper 
clips, hairpins, bjts of lace, ribbon, 
colored string, old gloves, stock- 
ings, scraps of cotton prints. You'd 
think so if you saw the display of 
more than a thousand fascinating 
toys at the Ethical Society toy shop 
last week and were told how they 
didn’t cost anything at all. Or 
practically nothing. The toy shop 
society which made them com- 
prises 21 members who pay annual 
dues of 50 cents each and that pro- 
vides the entire working capital. 
The toys are made of odds and 
ends and scraps which otherwise 
would find their way to waste bas- 
kets and rag bags. 

But you can’t put a price on 


the ingenuity, time, skill; imdus- 
try, planning, direction, faithful- 
ness and loving care that go into 


‘the making of them. For 20 years 


the same organization of women 
and a few men who have a taste 
for handicraft, have been meeting 
one afternoon and evening a week 
from the first of October through 
November, inventing and making 
these absolutely priceless toys to be 
distributed among charitable insti- 
tutions at Christmas time.

They have been mak- 
ing Christmas toys out of any ma- 
terials that came to hand since they 
were small children: living in the 
country where there were no toy 
shops and having an artistic mother 


who taught them to make Christ- 


mas tree decorations of puff balls, 
pods, berries, vine leaves and 
things that grew in the woods and 
fields. Their father, too, joining in 
producing Christmas surprises in 
his workshop winter evenings. 

The Misses Wangelin learned a 
lot those days about making some- 
thing out of nothing, so much that 
even now they cannot pass a trash 
pile without examining it to see if 
there isn’t something out of which 
a toy can be contrived. Meanwhile 
having all their friends saving 
waste baskets and rag bag rubbish 
for their sorting. 


Both have studied at art schools, 
acquiring all the craft techniques, 
but at Christmas time memories 
hark back to when the simplest 
things delighted them as much and 
more than if there were a wealth 
of materials to revel in. Something 
of that same joy in simpler, less so- 
phisticated, less realistic toys that 
leave something for the develop- 
ment of imagination, they would im- 
part to children of today. Also they 
would instruct grownups in the art 
of making toys of inexpensive ma- 
terials.’ A collection made by the 
Ethical Society toy shop was taken,

. To August A. Gennerich, who died un- 

expectedly in Buenos Aires this week, the 

secret service tradition was merely a 

crystallization of his own feeling for Presi- 

dent Roosevelt, to whom he had been a 
personal bodyguard since 1928. Called 
“Gus” by the President, the Roosevelt 

family and hundreds of Washington offi- 

cials and newspaper men, he brought 

carefree humor, a vivid personality and 

an unawed viewpoint to the painstaking 

and at times, nervous, job of guarding 

the President. A member of the Roose- 

velt household, he remained in heart and 
in action a happy-go-lucky New York cop 

who wanted to see everybody happy. His 

record on the New York police force 

proved him a courageous man, 


Although there are a score or more se- 
cret service men detailed to the White 
House, “Gus” was the most intimate with 
the President and was an almost con- 
stant companion for the past eight years. 

He regarded himself as one of the fam- 
ily and he had expected to live on a farm 
in Dutchess County near “the Boss” after 
the President retired from Washington.

Since 1928, when he was detailed by the 
New York City Police Department to 
guard the then New York Governor, he 
has grown up with the Roosevelt chil- 
dren. One of the Gennerich legends is 
that early one morning shortly after the 
President's inauguration, the White 
House establishment was aroused by 
weird sounds from the expansive east 
room, the scene of the elaborate official 
entertainments. Mrs. Roosevelt and some 
of the servants tiptoed down stairs to find 
the cause of the commotion. They dis- 
covered “Gus” at the huge gilded piano 
laboriously picking out the notes of “The 
Sidewalks of New York.” 


Shortly thereafter, runs another legend, 
the President was conferring with a con- 
gressional committee at Hyde Park on 
intricate tax legislation. The conference 
in the second floor sitting room was in- 
terrupted by a wall-shaking crash from 
the floor above, and then came a boom- 
ing voice. 

“That'll teach yuh not to tease me any 
more.” 

It was “Gus” addressing Towering 
Young John Roosevelt, whom he had 
downed in a tussle.

LTHOUGH about 50 years old at the 
A time “Gus” was hard as a rock 
and the equal of any young football 
player. He took daily physical exercise to 
keep in condition and his well-knit figure 
concealed his weight of 195 pounds. 
There have been occasions when he has 
picked’ up in his arms the President—who 
weighs about 185 pounds—and carried 
him to a chair, He acquired great tact in 
his duties with the President. One of his 
cares was to see that no one else, who did 
not know the proper pre¢autions, attempt 
to help the President in and out of a 
chair or an automobile, Gennerich knew 
what to do without being told and was 
so unobtrusive that many audiences and 
callers never realized the extent of the 
President’s physical handicap caused by 
infantile paralysis. At dinners such as 
those at the ‘National Press Club, he ar- 
ranged with the chairman to be signaled 
when the President was about to be called 
on, He usually sat at a table directly in 
front of “the Boss” and quietly moved 
to the back of the President’s chair at 
the speakers’ table. 
He was about 5 feet 10-inches tall and 
had enormous biceps and heavy shoul-

New York associates, he was known as 
“The One-Man Track Team” of the Pas- 
time Athletic Club. He joined the New 
York police force when he was 22 years 
old and before long he was made a mo- 
torcycle patrolman. 


As a policeman, he. received three cita- 
tions for bravery and outstanding serv- 
ice, one of them the Departmental Medal 
of Honor. The medal was for his cap- 
ture of two gangsters in 1925 who fired 
at him with a machine gun from their 
automobile. Gennerich kept after them 
until the car turned over and he had 
captured the thugs. He received a cita- 
tion for excellent duty in connection with 
a fire in 1911, and was commended in 
1914 for having arrested an Italian who 
had shot a man and was attempting to 
shoot two policemen. 

It is customary for the New York po- 
lice to assign a detective to guard the 
New York Governor and in 1928 Genner- 
ich was assigned to Mr. Roosevelt. When 
he came to Washington with the new 
President in. 1933, he was still carried on 
the roster of the New York police. Short- 
ly thereafter he transferred to the Secret 
Service of the Treasury Department. ~ 

Usually these Secret Service men de- 
tailed at the White House resent the 
presence of an outsider who they think 
might have influence with their charge. 
That was true when Lawrence Richey, a 
former Secret Service man, canie to the 
White House as secretary to President 
Hoover. 

A reporter once asked an old. Secret 
—— man how his colleagues like Gen- 
nerich. . 


“They are all for him,” the old official. 
replied, “He’s working for all of us. 


When the economy act was passed, we 
were reduced from $6 to $3 a day for ex- 
penses while traveling with the Presi- 
dent. Gus fixed that up for us at Warm 
Springs, Secretary Morgenthau came down 


and said, ‘Henry, whet th’ hell do you 
mean by cutting us.down to $3 a day?’ 
“Secretary Morgenthau asked him what 
he was talking abouj. 
plairied, the Secretary. said it had been 
done without his knowledge. Gus said, 
‘Henry, I want this fixed up right away. 
No stallin’, We can’t live on $3 a day.’ 
“And the Secretary saw to it that the 


- old rate was restored.” 


“Did he usually. call. Secretary Mor- 
genthau ‘Henry’? the reporter asked. 

“Why, he used to call Secretary Woodin 
‘pops,’ the Secret Service man replied. 


HITE HOUSE dignity found no place 

in Gennerich’s life. At one of the 

most formal dinners—in honor of the 
members of the Supreme Court—he 
stopped a guest whom he knew by stand- 
ing in the door to dining: room and with 
grin said: “They don’t allow the likes of 
you in there.” 

At another dinner, while the guests 
were assembled in the east room for the 
musicale, the roving eye of.a guest near 
the door saw Gennerich in the outer re- 
ception room do a pantomime of leading 
the Marine band while the mute musi- 
cians smiled at his antics. 

When he had nothing else to do, he 
would sit by the hour feeding the squir- 
rels in the White House grounds or go 
across Pennsylvania avenue to Lafayette 
Park and help the children feed the 
pigeons. - 

But he was most at. home with the 
children at Warm Springs, where next to 
the President he was the favorite. After 
the 1932 campaign, Fred Botts, manager 
of the Foundation, gave a long, learned 
and historical talk leading up to the in- 
troduction of Gennerich. 

“We want Gus,” chanted the patients. 

“I’m just like the Governor,”:he said, 
referring to President-elect Roosevelt. “I 
— my voice in the campaign speaking 
or him.” — 


When, Gus. ex-. 


said, ‘Gus is a disgrace and needs elocu- 
tion lessons.” : 

Gennerich reveled in the recent cam- 
paign with its huge crowds and excite- 
ment, Secret Service men are under in- 
structions not to look at the President; 
their eyes must be always on ‘the crowd, 
looking for any suspicious motion. There 
is a story, probably apocryphal, that sev- 
eral years ago a Western Mayor was 
cracked over the head with a Secret Serv- 
ice blackjack when he reached into his 
hip pocket for a handkerchief. 


Gennerich enjoyed the applause and the 
pictures taken of him standing by the 
President. While his eyes roamed over 
the crowd he listened intently to the 


President’s speech and if the crowd didn’t. 


applaud quickly enough, the bodyguard 
became a one-man claque. 


When the President traveled by auto- 
mobile, Gennerich rode with the chauf- 
feur. As the campaign wore on, reporters 
noticed that he waved to the cheering 
crowds as much as his Chief. Gennericn 
always claimed that he was waving to 
friends. 


Secretly Morgenthau, although Genner- 
ich’s official superior, treated him as a 
friend and took great pleasure in chiding 
him about his farm in Dutchess County, 
where some of New York’s richest and 
most aristocratic families have country 
places. President Roosevelt had helped 
him select the farm and Mrs. Roosevelt 
had helped him decorate it. The thought 
of a gusty New York policeman on a 150- 


acre farm seemed to tickle Morgenthau. - 


But Gennerich always had a ready an- 
swer for the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Gennerich’s favorite greeting for the 
high and low in Washington official life 
was ‘How’re yuh, pal, how’re yuh?” His 
innate gaity did much to sweep away the 
pretentions of Washington life but he 
never forgot his duty. He was, as Secre- 
tary Morgenthau said, “an able, alert and 
loyal servant of the public.”
